Lamp Greatly Improved. 

“The lamp has been improved so 
greatly in the past 50 years that a 
100-watt lamp which may be_ pur- 
chased at any electrical store today 
gives 76 times as much light for the 
same money as Mr. Edison's ‘first 
lamp. In fact, this is the cheapest 
artificial -light that man has ever 
known. It 200 times cheaper than 
eandle or oil light. It costs more to 
buy a single candle for the baby's 
first birthday cake than to light the 
whole room for the party by elec- 
tricity. 

“Why, electric light is even cheap- 
er than daylight inside your home or 
office. To bring in natural light means 
that we must incur the costs of plac- 
ing windows, of providing and main- 
|taining shades, curtains, hangings, 
‘fly screens and weather strips, of 
i painting and cleaning frames and 
sills and sash, of washing panes, of 
laundering curtains and losing heat 
through radiation. In many instances 
electric light not only is cheaper but 
better than natural light. Electric 
|light penetrates every nook and 
ner of the room with an even illumi- 
nation, while natural light is brigcht- 
est near the windows. Everyone has 
lighted their room with electric lights 
in the middle of the day, with the 
window curtains wide open, bec 
natural light was not sufficient.

An injunction to prevent the city 
of Atlanta from enforcing an ordi-

“May I not begin by saying that 
my attitude toward the office and 
task it imposes is that of one who 
feels that a trust has been committed 
to him?

“There is an old proverb to the ef- 
fect that ‘A fool can ask questions a 
wise man cannot answer.’ Like many 
other proverbs, this one has elemental 
truth im it, but it would be greatly 
improved upon by adding that it fre- 
quently takes the wise man to ask the 
right question. Many of humanity’s 
knotty problems have proved easy of 
solution when once the right question 
was asked. 

Wrong Question. 

“We may defeat future progress in 
Georgia by so simple a device as ask- 
ing the wrong question about good 
roads. ‘What will it cost Georgia to 
build an adequate system of good roads? 
That is a reasonable question—one 
that must be answered in the end; 
but it is the wrong question to ask first. 
The primary question, and the one 
that takes precedence over all others, 
is, ‘What will it cost the state of 
Georgia not to build an adequate sys- 
tem of good roads?’ 

“Educators haye proven long ago 
that in the ultimate analysis educa- 
tion doesn’t cost anything. It costs a 
great deal more for a state to remain 
in ignorance than it does to provide 
for the education of its citizens. Ig- 
norance, not intelligence, is the ex- 
pensive thing. 

“I would suggest to you that pre- 
cisely the same is true of good roads, 
You see what I mean. There is a 
very real sense in which good roads 
do not cost anything. While it would 
be impossible to give figures now, it is 
estimated that it costs 1 to 3 cents 
per mile more to travel over unpaved 
than on paved roads.

Spokes of Wheel. 


“These roads went out from Rome 
like the spokes of a great wheel and 
it is not even debatable that 
Roman empire would have been im- 
possible without this gigantic system 
of communication and transportation. 

“Over that great highway system 
sped, not cnly sidiers and commerce, 
but ideas and customs. In short, the 
culture of one side of the empire came 
ultimately to belong to the other side, 
until the life of the empire was fused 
into a unity that would have been 
impossible without these roads. 

“To a man interested in highway 
construction, it is very interesting to 
find such a historian as Robinson, of 
Columbia, saying that after the down- 
fall of Rome when there was no one 
to repair the Roman roads or keep up 
the system commerce and culture 
languished, men fell to lower stand- 
ards of living and the dark ages was 
the result. 

“These.things ought to have tre- 
mendous meaning for us. When the 
barbarians conquered Rome and fail- 
ed to keep up her road system, it was 
but a short time until the exchange 
of ideas was impossible and ciziliza- 
tion was almost blotted out for a 
period. 

Flash of Light. 


“Yet into this dark period of cen- 
turies came a momentary flash of 
light. Charles the Great seized these 
broken down fragments of state and 
gave promise for a moment of re- 
storing order and enlightenment in 
Kurope. Had he fully sueceeded, 300

“But after all, that is putting the 
matter at its lowest level; the cost 
of not having good roads will be a 
heavier toll in still other fields. It 
would be very instructive to have 


someone write for us the history of | 


the influence of roads on civilization. 
Wherever nature’ has created or man 
has built a highway of travel, civili- 
zation has grown up along that high- 
way. The influence of great rivers on 
civilization has been tremendous. A 
river is a natural highway, and wher- 
ever nature has placed a highway civ- 
ilization has invariably followed, It 
was up the Mississippi valley that 
civilization first pierced our own 
wesf. 

“Into the history of highways we 
cannot go here at any length, but it 
is very interesting to find that the 
story of civilization begins with the 
story of a road. That is no accident. 
A road is a symbol of civilization. 
Wherever there is a road it means 
that people have interests and dealings 
with others, and after all civilization 
itself is just a large group of people 
who have learned how to live with 
each other in,a helpful and mutually 
profitable way. 

“It is the savage that lurks in the 
jungle; whenever a man ventures out 
of the jungle and joins with others in 
building a highway, however crude 
that highway may be, he has already 
learned the value of co-operation and 
has begun to ascend the scale of civil- 
ization. Civilization and highways are 
always found together, and the one 
There is no road 
of which we have authentic informa- 
tion more ancient than the road that 
ran from Assyria to Egypt entering 
Palestine at Damascus and leaving it 
at Gaza. 

Ancient Trade Route. 

“Over this ancient trade route, even 
before the day of Moses, poured the 
stream of camel caravans that bore 
the wealth of Assyria to exchange 
it for the products of Rgypt It was 
to such a caravan that Joseph’s breth- 
ren sold him and he was carried a 
slave into Egypt over this ancient 
highway, which event not only shaped 
the destiny of Egypt but paved the 
way for the training, preservation and 
ultimate liberation of that race that 
has for centuries exercised such a 
mighty influence on the world. 

“No people have exerted an influ- 
ence on civilization equal to that of 
ancient Israel. George Adam Smith, 
in his Historical Geography of the 
Holy Land, dwells at_length on the 
influence this ancient road had upon 
the history and fortunes of Israel. 
“4 people cannot live beside a road 
er which the commerce and culture 


' world is his enemy. 


Great's failure, the chief cause 
the downfall of his empire was just 
the lack of roads. No such empire 
could. be held together without roads 
for swift communication, for pur- 
poses of government and commerce, 
and the failure came for lack thereof. 

“Facilities for transportation with 
the resultant social contact will solve 
many of our problems and add great- 
ly to our material prosperity. 

“T’rom the time of the Caesars up 
until the nineteenth century, man did 
not essentially improve his method of 
communication. Through all these 
centuries the horse remained his 
swiftest means of travel. One of the 
Roman emperors, by means of fresh 
relays of horses along his route, tray- 
eled a distance in one day that re- 
mained the world’s record for speed 
until the day of our own grandfath- 
ers when the steam locomotive broke 
that record. But even during this 
long period of the supremacy of the 
horse, the difference in the speed a 
horse could make and the burden he 
could bear over a good road as com- 
pared to a bad road effected the des- 
tiny of nations, 

Travel and Progress. 

“All thoughtful men know that 
civilization, material progress, and the 
higher values of life, go hand in hand 
with the swiftness and certainty of 
the means of travel and communica- 
tion. 

“It was no accident, therefore, but 
precisely what we would have expect- 
ed, that the great burst of modern 
progress and material welfare should 
have come with the perfection of the 
steam locomotive. The beginning of 
our great wave gf modern prosperity 
and material blessings go back just 
about 100 years to the beginning 
of the great era of railroad construc- 
tion in this country. 

“Dr. George Stuart used to tell a 
humorous story of one of his experi- 
ences in the mountains of Virginia. 
On a vacation he and his party on 
horseback rode deep into the moun- 
tains in the western part of the state. 
Civilization was left behind. They 
rode to where roads became mere 
trails for a horse and even difficult 
for a horse. Finally they found a 
mountaineer’s cabin of logs and mud, 
and Dr. Stuart asked the aged moun- 
taineer if it would be possible to 
find any “accommodations” anywhere 
around. The old mountaineer re- 
plied: “Well, it might be but the 
stuff ain't fitten to drink when you 
find it.” 

Aged Mountaineer. 

“There stands that aged moun- 
taineer with his crude clothes, not 
knowing the difference between a 
place to spend the night and corn 
liquor, illiterate, cooking on an open 
fireplace. living in a ecabin of logs 
and mud, distrustful of everybody 
and believing that all the outside

to follow his story by saying, ‘‘Men, 
you will always find that kind of a 


electricity the other tenth: but we 
must not overlook the fact that the 
gasoline motor engine has annihilated 
space as nothing else has. 
Construction Program. 

“We have here a highway map 
which calls for a five-year program 
of construction. This map has not yet 
been approved, nor will definite action 
be taken on it until after January 1. 
To accomplish what is outlined on 
this map we have estimated our in- 
come and have made a budget for road 
paving, construction, increased main- 
tenance, and set up a reserve for 
emergencies, 

“If this is approved by the highway 
board and we are given a free hand 
we have every assurance that we can 
make that which today exists only as 
a map a reality in 1935. 

“But should we be compelled to fol- 
low the strict interpretation of the 
law it will be impossible for us to 
fulfill this promise... If the people 
want a completed system of highways 
and want them first where they are 
needed most. we will strive to that 


,end. Otherwise, they can defeat our 


whole program of road building by 
invoking the strict letter of the law. 
If we are deafted it will be because 
of the law under which we are oper- 
ating and not the result of misguided 
judgment on the part of the board, 
and Georgia will suffer thereby, 
Use of Funds. 
“If the supreme court confirms the 
lower court’s decision and we can 
place the $2,000,000 worth of war- 
rants we will be able to pay out press- 
ing obligations and match federal aid 
funds which have been available since 
July and start our road building pro- 
gram of not less than ten million dol- 
lars for 1930. 
“It is natural for you to conclude 
that your highway is so important it 
ought to be finished first, but while 
you are believing that, another section 
just as sincere as you believe theirs is 
more important still—I plead with you 
to be patient, not too hasty in de- 
manding that we get to any particular 
road first. 
“Defeat will come when unreason- 
ble demands are made upon the board

#-when the board has before it the 
1ap of Georgia and must consider the 
needs of the state as a whole—oft- 
times the obstructor is one who has 
made little or no contribution to 
progress, 

“When the needs are so great we 
know what a temptation it is to try 
and satisfy the demands of the 
people by letting contracts. By reason 
of this the board has gone beyond its 
resources, but we intend to ‘put the 
system on a cash basis and pay as we 
go even if we are forced to continue 
to mark time and in doing so be mis- 
understood or even abused.
